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Kodapak for Wrapping Stamps 


attracted as much interest in 

the Philatelic Press as any 
other in the past couple years has 
been with reference to the use of 
Kodapak, Cellophane’ or similar 
transparent sheets for wrapping 
stamps or for making small envelopes 
in which to enclose stamps. 

It must be first recognized that 
both Kodapak and Cellophane are 
very similar and much alike in sub- 
stance. Kodapak is made by the East- 
man Kodak Company and Cellophane 
by the E. I. DuPont de Nemours 
Company. 

Readers of this paper have noted 
that the publishers) LINPRINT 
INC., have advertised and offered 
Kodapak to stamp collectors for 
wrapping stamps and for interleav- 
ing album pages. 

Therefore the object of this article 
is to give some information on Koda- 
pak that may allay the fears of col- 
lectors who have wanted to know if 
it would be injurious to stamps. 

Many visitors to our office in Co- 
lumbus have inquired regarding Kod- 
apak and it occurred to us that it 
would be well to have a disinterested 
party make inquiries direct from the 
Eastman Kodak Company and _ to 
print the result of these inquiries for 
the information of all collectors. 

Some weeks ago, Mr. W. Scott 
Eyman of Cleveland, Ohio stopped 
at our office and questioned us about 
Kodapak. We gave Mr. Eyman our 
assurance that we had every reason 
to believe it a safe paper to use with 
stamps. We however suggested to 
Mr. Eyman that we would be very 
glad to have him write a letter of 
inquiry to the Eastman Company 
and get the information first hand. 

Mr. Eyman did this and we are 
glad to be able to print herewith the 
letter from Mr. Eyman to ourselves 
as well as the information and the 
statement of the Eastman Company 
in regard to the use of Kodapak 
for the protection of stamps.

Gentlemen: 


You may recall I stopped in to see 
you several weeks ago in regard to 
the use of Kodapak for the protection 
of postage stamps. 

I wrote to the Eastman Kodak 
Company asking about this product 
for such use, whether the chemicals 
in the composition of Kodapak would 
have any effect on the ink, paper, 
gum, etc., also if the amount of ex- 
pansion and contraction would have 
an abrasive effect. The questions 
went more into detail. 

I received their reply stating the 
Eastman Kodak Company were “‘sell- 
ing quite a little Kodapak to individ- 
uals and to philatelic supply houses, 
and the reports we receive indicate 
that Kodapak is very suitable for pro- 
tecting all kinds of rare stamps.” 

Enclosed is a copy of an article I 
received that had been prepared on 
the use of Kodapak for stamps. The 
Eastman Kodak Company have no 
objection to your use of this article. 

The comments I have read or 
heard expressed have been about 
equally divided for and against the 
use of Kodapak. I am now satisfied 
that Kodapak is all right to use for 
the protection of stamps. This article 
also confirms your comments on the 
subject. 

Am glad I stopped in to see you 
and appreciate the courtesy shown 
me. Also glad to pass the following 
on that one of your subscribers here 
in Cleveland told me he “got more 
news and information from your 
Weekly than from any other stamp 
paper”

STATEMENT BY EASTMAN 
KopAakK COMPANY 


The particular qualities of Koda- 
pak and Eastman Acetate Sheeting 
have attracted wide interest among 
philatelists for the protection of val- 
uable stamps. 

Kodapak is Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany’s trade name for their thin 
transparent cellulose acetate sheeting 
which is used for general wrapping 
purposes. ‘There are three thickness- 
es of Kodapak: .00088”, .0012” and 
0015” which are designated by No. 
88, No. 120 and No. 150 respective- 
ly. The No. 88 weight is also made 
moisture-vaporproof for special uses 
such as wrapping products to protect 
them against taking up or loss of 
moisture. 

Eastman Acetate Sheeting is the 
same material as Kodapak made heav- 
ier and is available in various thick- 
nesses from .003” to .020”. 

The cellulose acetate used in Koda- 
pak manufacture is made from the 
highest grade cotton linters which are 
treated to produce cellulose acetate. 
Suitable solvents are then added to 
form a clear solution which, when 
dried under scientifically controlled 
conditions, forms the pure, transpar- 
ent sheet—Kodapak. 

Ever since the beginning of film 
photography, the Eastman Kodak 
Company has been a leader in the 
field of cellulose chemistry. The com- 
mercial production of Eastman Cellu- 
lose Acetate was begun many years 
ago. And during the intervening 
years, not only has an extremely wide 
and varied knowledge of cellulose 
acetate been acquired, but from a 
practical angle, the utilization of this 
product in the manufacture of photo- 
graphic film has necessitated the ut- 
most in uniformity, purity, and 
clarity. 

Some points of superiority which 
make Kodapak suitable for the pro- 
tection of stamps are: 


————— ee 
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1. Kodapak is crystal-clear; it does 
not discolor with age. White areas, 
printing, and colors show through it 
with undimmed sharpness. 


2. Kodapak is waterproof; it does 
not swell when wet, or crack even 
when subjected to exceptionally dry 
atmosphere. 


3. Kodapak is exceptionally pliable. 
It does not become brittle even at 
low temperatures. 


4. Kodapak folds without wrink- 
ling. There is slight shrinkage in 
both directions which assures smooth 
wrappings. Sufficient stretch prevents 
breaking open of packages. 


5. Kodapak seals instantaneously 
and the welded seal is the strongest 
part of the wrapping. 


The question is often asked if Kod- 
apak contains any material which will 
be harmful to stamps. A number of 
tests have been made which indicate 
that Kodapak is neutral to any fading 
action to colors or to any change in 
the paper or gums of postage stamps. 

A certain amount of shrinkage 
takes place.in all weights of Kodapak 
and Eastman Acetate Sheeting, as is 
also the case with other transparent 
papers. This shrinkage varies ac- 
cording to temperature conditions, 
and with non-rigid articles there may 
be some distortion as time goes on. 
However, Kodapak, because it is 
made from cellulose acetate, has a 
comparatively low degree of shrink- 
age arising from changes in tempera- 
ture or humidity. The maximum 
shrinkage of Kodapak can be safely 
estimated at not more than 3% in 
either direction. 

Since Kodapak is waterproof, or- 
dinary water soluble glues cannot be 
used to seal it to itself or to paper. 
Special adhesives have been developed 
and are sold by adhesive companies 
and Kodapak distributors.

The first “Vrans-Pacific Air Mail 
fight from San Francisco, California 
to Manila, P. L., via Honolulu and 
Guam, originally scheduled to depart 
from the Alameda, California airport, 
November 8, has been postponed until 
Friday, November 22, 1935. 

Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley made this announcement Wednes- 
day night after receiving requests for 
the postponement from the Pan- 
American Airways Company, con- 
tractors on this route; a large num- 
ber of stamp collectors throughout 
the country who are interested in the 
flight, and from state and city officials 
of California. 

It was pointed out by the stamp 
collectors that the original date did 
not allow sufficient time for those 
interested to prepare and send their 
first-light covers in order to reach 
the Postmaster at San Francisco on 
November 8, the original date of de- 
parture. 

State and city officials ot California 
as well as numerous civic organiza- 
tions in cities the Pacific Coast 
urged that more time be allowed for 
the making of arrangements for the 
appropriate celebration of such a his- 
tory-making event. 

Postmaster General Farley suggests 
that all those desirous of having cov- 
ers carried on the first flight of the 
Trans-Pacific Air Mail Service pre-

pare them in order to reach the San 
Francisco post office on November 
21, the date preceding the new date 
of departure. 

With the change in the date of the 
departure of the first flight on this 
new service, the date of the first-day 
sale of the new Trans-Pacific Air 
Mail stamp has been set for Novem- 
ber 22, on which date the new stamp 
will be placed on sale at the Wash- 


ington, D. C., and San Francisco 
post offices. It will be placed on gen- 
eral sale throughout the country as 
soon thereafter as distribution will 
permit. 

Complete details by which  col- 
lectors can prepare their own covers 


were printed in this paper last week 
on page 5. These instructions still 
hold good with the exception of the 
change in date as announced above. 

The new stamp is to be arranged 
horizontally and printed in blue ink, 
and in size will conform to the cur- 
rent special delivery stamp. Across 
the top of the stamp will be the in- 
scription “Trans-Pacific Air Mail,” 
immediately beneath which will be 
printed “1935.” Across the bottom 
of the stamp will be the wording ‘‘U. 
S. Postage,’ with the denomination 
designation “25c” in each lower cor- 
ner. The central design will depict 
the sun sited from the shores of 





America, while in the air over the 
water appears a model seaplane. In 
the upper lefthand corner will be 
the United States shield, and in the 
upper righthand corner the shield of 
the Philippine Islands. On_ the 
lower right side of the stamp is a re- 
production of a portion of a modern 
ocean liner, while to the left is a 
Chinese junk vessel. On the water 
in the distance is a three-masted sail- 
ing vessel, also a reproduction of a 
ship of the mid-nineteenth century 
period, both being symbolic of early 
water transportation. The four ves- 
sels and seaplane shown on the new 
stamp represent the development in 
ocean and airmail transportation.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
The Why and Where of Religious Stamps 
Harry M. Savacool 

CHAPTER II 


ELIGIOUS stamps are not equally distributed 

over the map of the world. Some Christian 

countries have been very profuse in their issues 
of religious stamps while others have issued very few. 
It is not necessarily the most religious countries that 
issue the largest number of religious stamps. Other 
factors besides the piety of the population carry much 
weight in deciding this question. England in spite of 
her lack of religious stamps is certainly not less re- 
ligious than Italy or Spain with their abundance of 
religious issues. 

The circumstance that seems more than any other 
to favor the issuance of religious stamps is a population 
which is almost all of one creed which is in favor with 
the government. Italy is an example. Almost one 
hundred per cent Roman Catholic she is ruled by the 
Facist government which has made a policy of con- 
ciliating the Catholic Church where it does not effect 
their cardinal principles. The result has been a steady 
stream of religious stamp issues. In 1923 came the 
beautiful Propagation of the Faith Issue bearing a fine 
picture of the Christ as a central figure in a group. In 
the short period of twelve years since we have had from 
Italy the St. Francis of Assisi Issue of 1926, the Monte 
Cassino Issue of 1929, the St. Anthony of Padua Issue 
of 1930, and the special postal Holy Year Issues of 
1924 and 1933. 

Portugal is another almost entirely Roman Catholic 
country. To Portugal belongs the honor of issuing 
the first set of stamps commemorating a saint. ‘This 
set of four different designs was issued in 1895 in honor 
of St. Anthony of Padua. 

Spain was until just recently ruled by sovereigns 
who were proud of their adherence to the Christian 
faith and of course the stamps issued from time to time 
gave full evidence of their religious interest. Some of 
the designs of the Columbus Issues of 1930 picture 
the devotions of the explorer and his companions. In 
1928 a beautiful special postal bore the portraits of the 
Pope and the King of Spain. 

Belgium has honored her Catholic faith by stamps 
commemorating St. Michael and St. Martin of Tours. 
She has also pictured her most beautiful cathedrals 
upon stamps and has given many special postal designs 
to the noted Orval Abbey. Her heroic Cardinal 
Mercier has been honored on a set of stamps. 

Bulgaria, being almost unanimously of the Greek 
Orthodox faith has been liberal in picturing historic 
shrines of that faith upon her stamps. 

As noted before these countries which have been so 
liberal with religious stamps are those with a popula- 
tion overwhelmingly of one faith and with rulers who 
give at least formal adherence to that faith. For some 
unaccountable reason religious sects are usually intol- 
erant and resent any honor shown to leaders of another 
creed. Consequently religious stamp issues are scarce 
in countries of diversified faith. England, for example, 


has a strong representation of Jews, Catholics, Dis- 
senters, and Anglicans. Any official honor, such as a 
stamp issue, shown to any one from one group would 
lead to protests from the others. A glance at the 
England pages in your catalog shows how this works 
out. The United States is in the same situation as 
England with the added fact that absolute impartiality 
as among religions is part of the basic law of the land. 
It is a wonder that the Valley Forge Issue ever came 
out and it did not escape severe criticism from the free 
thinking groups. 

But there are countries with a nearly uniform faith 
which issue few if any religious stamps. The South 
American Republics are almost entirely Roman Catho- 
lic but the intelligensia of those countries in whose 
hands the government rests are in large majority free 
thinkers and non-believers. ‘True Argentine, ruled al- 
most entirely by non-religious leaders, recently issued 
two stamps in honor of the Eucharistic Conference but 
it is probable that political motives played a larger part 
than piety in their issue. France is another country 
where the rulers are rather non-religious than anti- 
religious and they are not likely to issue religious 
stamps for any purely religious reasons. Orthodox 
Catholic Russia and Roman Catholic Mexico have a 
population which is mostly devout but the dictating 
groups in both countries are bitterly opposed to religion 
and anxious to stamp it out. Of course they would 
not issue stamps showing any honor to religion. It is 
surprising that they have not, up to date, resorted to 
the postage stamp as a means of anti-religious propa- 
ganda. 

There is no valid reason why any country with a 
majority of citizens of the Christian Faith should not 
on appropriate occasions recognize the Christian re- 
ligion on its stamps. This would in no way violate 
the guarantees of religious freedom. It would, how- 
ever, be a powerful influence for good by showing 
government respect for religion. Ignoring anything 
is equivalent to condemning it and for the government 
to ignore religion amounts to condemning it. 

A great need of the Christian world is tolerance. 
The issuing of stamps honoring religious leaders and 
events of the different denominations would be a good 
lesson in tolerance. Such a tolerant spirit is not im- 
possible. Czechoslovakia is a country with a large 
majority of its population of the Roman Catholic faith 
but she showed her tolerant spirit by issuing in 1920 
two stamps (No. 74 and 75) honoring John Hus who 
was a rebel against Catholicism and in reality a Pro- 
testant. This should be a lesson in tolerance for some 
other countries. 

The United States did well in issuing the Valley 
Forge stamp showing Washington at prayer, the Mary- 
land stamp showing the ships bearing Lord Baltimore’s 
colonists to the new world, and the Huguenot-Walloon 
issue. There are other events and personages that 
might well be honored in the same manner. Among 
others there are the first sacrament to Englishmen in 
America, the Episcopal Cathedral at Washington, 
Philips Brooks, Francis Asbury, Hingham Meeting 
House—the oldest New England Meeting House now 
standing, Roger Williams, John Carroll and many 
other appropriate characters and events.

AKRON DOUBLE 


Several last minute items last week 
crowded out my comment on this 
samp. One of the most prominent 
collectors of the country claims to 
have the above stamp, but on which 
denomination it is I can’t recall. Any 
way it doesn’t matter as the stamp is 
not recognized by the makers of the 
catalog. It is the firm belief of many 
that if the stamp really does exist it|° 
is not a true double but is a transfer 
from another sheet. “Two ways come 
to mind that this could have hap- 
pened. One is that the heating ele- 
ment or apparatus on the press was 
not functioning properly leaving the 
overprint wet. ‘This then transfered 
to the back of the sheet above, then 
if same sheet became shifted in hand- 
ling and then a little weight applied 
it would naturally print right back 
on the sheet from which it obtained 
its back imprint. Offsetting the 
printers would call it. The other 
way I think of is that perhaps the 
press was started with no paper in it 
or the paper broke while running thus 
causing a wet impression on the roll 
underneath the one that carries the 
die. This of course not being cleaned 
off properly would make an impres- 
sion on the back of the sheet and 
could then be transfered to the face 
of the sheet under it when stacked. 
Would like to hear from the buro 
print sharks as to the possibility of 
these things happening.

The Chicago Counterfeit 
of 1895

On March 29th, 1895 there appeared 
an advertisement in the Chicago Tri- 
bune from the Canadian Novelty Co. 
of Hamilton, Ontario, offering unused 
2 cent stamps of the current issue in 
$100.00 lots at a large discount from 
face value. 

Several Chicago stamp dealers sent 
for these stamps. Archie L. Doherty, 
a dealer of the time, who was located 
in the old Masonic Temple, was one 
who received a lot. They arrived by 
Wells Fargo & Co. Express, being 
sent C. 0. D. Dr. B. A. Cottlow (who 
in 1896 become Secretary of the Chi- 
cago Philatelic Society) happened to 
be present in Doherty’s office when 
the stamps arrived, and when Mr. 
Doherty opened the package for ex- 
amination, Dr. Cottlow looked at them 
and remarked that they looked 
strange and that he believed they 
were counterfeits. Mr. Doherty re- 
fused the shipment and at once noti- 
fied Captain Porter, head of the U. S. 
Secret Service in Chicago at the time, 
who seized the shipment and another 
that had been delivered. 

Extradition warrants were sworn 
out against the three persons involved, 


and they were all brought’ to this 
country for trial. The leader was 
Warren T. Thompson, another was 


Miss Laura MeMillen, and the third, 
whose name could not be learned, 
turned States’ evidence. Thompson 
was tried and convicted and sentenced 
to Leavenworth. Miss McMillen re- 
received 18 months in Auburn prison. 
The one who turned States’ evidence 
was released. 

At that time not much interest was 
shown in these counterfeits by col- 
lectors; however, some copies were 
obtained by them. Dr. Cottlow re- 
ceived three copies from the Hon. 
Washington Hesing, then Post Master 
of Chicago. 

J. Lefevor (another prominent 
member of the C. P. S. at the time) 
assisted the government in prosecut- 
ing the defendants, and there was an 
amusing incident told relating to him. 
It is said that he asked one of the 
officials for a sheet of the stamps and 
was told that it was against the law 
to give them out. However, the next 
morning, he received a sheet of the 
counterfeits through the mail, with no 
mention from whom they came. 

These stamps were printed by photo 
lithography from two dies. 

Die 1—Dull, rather rough work and 
dark color, photo litho on 
stone in sheets of 25 (5x5) 

Die 2—Better appearance and clear- 
er printed than Die 1, in 
blocks of 10 (5x2) horizonal- 
ly). Also strips of 5 horizon- 
tally on a large sheet of 
gummed paper about 3x6 
imperforate (being unfin- 
ished). 





These stamps also exist on the origin- 
al cover, having passed thru the U. S. 
Mails without discovery.

Jimmie Crum, stamp dealer of 
Santa Monica, Calif., has filed suit 
for $950.00 against the Wilmington 
Transportation Co. The Company 
which operates boats between Santa 
Monica and Catalina agreed to spon- 
sor a cachet on the occasion of the 
first run of the “Cabrillo” to Cata- 
lina. Crum advertised the event and 
went to considerable expense in sell- 
ing cachted covers and the Catalina 
crowd are alleged to have failed to 
keep their bargain and supply the 
cachet. Crum thus claims heavy loss 
of cash besides loss of face with his 
customers and asks damages in the 
amount of $950.00.
